How attractive this sort of a home is can be 
determined by the home shown on the front cover. 
We have named :this “The Lowell” for the reason 
that it suggests New England, although-the steep 
pitch of the roof and the gables identify it as of 
English origin. 

The house is not large and will fit nicely on a 
rather small building lot. It is 32 
feet wide and 28 feet, 6 inches deep. 
Allow another six feet to the breadth 
for the drive to the garage and there. 
will be plenty of side yard when this 
home is built on a 50-foot lot. 

“The good features of this home 
from the exterior may be seen 
readily by a study of the picture on 
the front cover. The wide dormer 
projections. that make the second 
floor roomy, the outside fire-place 
chimney and the overhang of the 
roof beside the drive give the home 
the effect of being much larger than 
it is. The garage, too, follows the 
same architectural lines as_ the 
house, making a harmonious home 
building group. 

Six rather large rooms are shown 
on the floor plans of this house, 
which are reproduced at the bottom 
of the page. The entrance is at the 
corner, and leads into a good-sized 
reception hall.

This slight description of the home will give an 
idea of the comfortable interior and the conveni- 
ences that the architect has incorporated in the 
plans.

The LAKEWOOD 


N old world cottage in a new world setting is 

embodied in the design pictured below. This 
is truly a delightful home, inexpensive to build 
but so attractive and so full of character that it 
would dress up any street no matter how ex- 
pensive the neighboring homes might be. 

The plan calls for thirty-two feet square on 
the ground and there are four rooms and bath 
on the first floor and two rooms and bath up- 
stairs. The downstairs arrangement is along the 
approved bungalow lines which separates the bed- 
room, bath and kitchen from the rest of the house, 
making for privacy and quiet. 
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
